The pass which they mention, through which 
Captain Gunnison went, is one of fivein the 
Sierre Blanca lending from the Arkansns 
Inins into the Valley of San Luis—three of 
hich are excelent, & ove ofthem hisher up, 
and from seveaty to eighty miles nearer than 
he other two, by being more in the strait 
ine tythe Coo-cha-tdpe in the Rocky Moun= 
tains, -or the Canero which is near it, and 
per as good.

Hoagland, received another from the: same 
iirty, by the saine boat, packed in cora 
silk. ‘hese were all rotten but three on 
four, It occurred me that this little expert:

I keep my Sweet Potatoes for seed, and 
for eating, packed in wheat chaff, in barrels, 
and set them.in my cooking room, taking 
care to keep them offthe floor and free from 
all dampness; and have very litde trouble 
with this method.

If the trees are quite young take 
less—if old take more than one-half; they 
then throw out new shoots nearer the trunk

Rules for Winter. 
Now is the time, in the Northern States, to be 


| prepared for winter; and afew simple Tules may 


be useful as rem@mbrancers, especially to young 


| and inexperienced farmers. 
P 


I. Keep no more stock than you can keep really 
well. If yow have more, pick out the most inferior 
and sell them. Better to winter. ten heed well, 
and have them in fine condition in the spring, than 
to keep twenty half starved, which it will require 
all the next summer to put into condition. 

Il. Heat and shelter are equivalent to food.— 
Ask yourself whether it is best to spend a hun- 
dred doliars in putting wpa good shed, which 
will last for years; save half your fodder; and pre- 
aerve your stock healthy and comfortable; or to 
spend this hundred dollars in hay and other fod- 
der; in wasting manure, and diseased and dying 
stock? It is fully proved that well-sheltered ani- 
mals, with racks to eat from, can be wintered and 
kept in fine condition, on one-half the food nec- 
ry where stock is fed out of doors on the 
ground, with the lea side of a rail fence for shel- 
ter, and this without taking into consideration the 
saving of manure, and many other items of prof- 
ate 


Hl. You_cannot make your, young animals too 
comfortable, or feed them-too well during the first 
winter, If they are once stunted, or starved, they 
will never recover it. This applies to all kinds of 
stock, but espesially to calves and colts. 

IV. Therefore make provision not only for their 
shelter, but also for theirfood. Hay alone #ill 
not do for them. If you have no roots, feedthem 
on bran, and crushed oats, and corn. The secret 
of haying fine stock, is to keep them slways ina 
growing condition. This they do during summer 
on the best grass; and the cold of winter con- 
sumées a great proportion of the food eaten in pro- 
ducing heat, which in summer goes to constitute 
flesh and fat. Tt is morally impossible that'a 
young animal can continue to grow during our 
winters.on the same focd which keeps it insummer. 
Both the size and-bealth of your adimals, and the 
milk-producing power of your cows, will dopend 
ou their heing.well fed during winter. 

V. It has been fully proved, that if your sheep 
are shut up all winter, with a sufficiency of water, 
they can boikept fat on whent and ont straw alone 
and make a vast quantity of manure, though a 


enormous draft in consequence of the fineness 
of the soil; all its, component parts being 
neurly as fine as flour, We believe there 
are other causes, but if this is the principal 
oge, what an important lesson it’ teaches us, 
with regard to our owa lands, The autumn 
plowing of stubble ground is not generally 
practiced by our farmers. Some object, be- 
cause (hey say, when the lagd is light the 
wind blows off the fine particles, and a por- 
tion of the richest part is lost; another says 
the libor 18 lost, becanse the same field’ re- 
quifées to be plowed again in the spring before 
planting. But if poly erization is so impor- 
tant, it will far overballance these objections, 
admitting thut they are valid, which we are) 
not inclined to do. 

We believe the atmosphere to be the great 
storehouse of fertilizers, and ready at all 
times to impart hem to such parts of the earth 
as ure rendy to receivethem, If the surface 
is smooth, bard and crusty, it cannot eatel 
the gasses as they pass, “or imbibe the dews 
and rain water with their rich ammonia; they 
on to a more genial soil, where the

find friends and ugreeable occupation. We 


believe a corn or grain field well plowed in 


few roots, or # little grain once or twico a week 
is better. Thus, by having a proper building, you 
ean turn all your strarinto wool at50 cts. a pond 
anal the richest nyanere, instead of burning it, or 
letting it rot, as is so often done. Would not this 
soon pay for a shed? ; 

VI. Remember that you raisa cattle in order 
tomake a prodt on them. It costs, on an aver- 
age, $5 a year to raisaa common cow, in tho com- 
mon way, to maturity, at four years old,—and 
“thenyou barely get$20 for it. Itmay cost you 
$7 a year to raise a Bae grade to maturity, at three 
years old; and: you will get $50 for it. In one 
ease you barely get what the beast costs you; in 
the other, you make $29 ‘profit. As regards hor+ 
se, the difference.is greater still. Depend on it, 
no one over made money on stock by half starving 
and neglect; but-you cannot faito make money, 
if you breed judicio and feed and shelter lib- 
erally.[—O. PF

Measuring Corn In ihe Crib. 
. As the season ia approaching when our 
farmers will be shelling their corn for mar- 
ket; perhaps a rule for asscertaining the 
quantity they may have, in an eusy and 
peditious manner may be of service to thom. 
We find the totlowing in an exchange . 
“After leveling the corn, multiply the 
leagth “by the bredth of the house together 
and the product by the debth, which will 
give the cubic feet of the bulk of corn; then 
divide the last product by twelve, and 
the quotient will be the number of bar- 
rels of shelled corn containedin the house 
or crib. If there bea remaincer after the 
division it will be so many twelfths a of bar- 
rel of shellod corn over”

As an example of this rule,a crib twelve . 
feet long, eleven feet wide, and six feet deep 


contains seven hunnred and ninety-two 
feet. This amount divided by twelve will 
give sixty-six as the number of barrels of 
shelled corn, or three hundred and_ thirty 
bushels: (aa we the writers alow five bush- 
els tothe barrel.) We give this rule fur what
